Determination, Resources And Navy 
Of Britain May Be Able To Pull That 


Vast Empire Through In Final Battle 


Uy DeWlTT MACKENZIE 
British Prime Minister Churchill's 


war-speech last night will be re- 
corded as a great effort and one 
which by UH quiet determination 
must afford vast encouragement 
to his people and to friends of 
England. 


It struck me that perhaps thn 


most powerful 
point 
Churchill 
made WHS when, after referring 
to the "states and kingdoms torn 
to pieces In a few weeks, or even 
days, by the monstrous force of 
the Nazi war machine," he added; 


"But 
Hitler has not yet been 


withstood by a great nation with 
a will power the equal of his 
own-" 


Churchill's own determination to 
win through hasn't been ques- 
tioned, but whether he speaks 
for all his people remains to bo 
demonstrated. If his assay Is cor- 
rect, this spirit will be England's 
greatest asset in tho forthcoming 
struggle. Thus far all Indications 
have been that ha la right. 


.What the premier didn't men- 


tion, probably thinking it unneces- 
sary, 
was 
the 
incomparable 


resources of the British Empire. 
Despite the tact that, as he said, 
"we are 
fighting by ourselves—- 


alone," the reserves of England— 
economic, financial and in mater- 
ials—far 
excr.ed 
the 
combined 


strength of the Berlin-Rome axis. 


Churchill could scarcely 
over* 


look, however, 
the 
fact 
that 


"around all lies the power of the 
Royal navy, with over a thous- 
and armed ships under the white 
ensign patrolling the seas." Upon 
that fleet, which vastly outnum- 
bers tho combined Gorman and 
Italian 
ships, England depends 


not only to stand off defeat but 
in the long run to win the war. 
Despite the formidable Germ-in 


challenge to the British blockade, 
tho 
English 
fleet 
still controls 


the seas. Ocean-borne traffic to 
the European continent has been 
largely severed, and unless the 
German-Italian alliance can flnu 
a moans ot cutting this garrote it 


will mean strangulation in due 
course. 
Recent, efforts of both Hitler 


and Mussolini have been direct- 
ed towards smashing the block- 
ade, and the Nazis were straining 
every nerve to impose a counter- 
blockade about England by mean3 
of 
submarines 
and 
bombing. 
There can bo little doubt that the 
German challenge to Britain's foot! 
and 
war 
supplies 
recently haa 


caused anxiety in London. 


Still, so long as Britain can 


maintain control of the seas, she 
will be able to forestall a Ger 
man blockade. Churchill summed 
up the present situation with the 
statements that despite he Ger- 
man asaaultK thcEugllsh "foot* re- 
serves are higher than they have 
ever been." 


Without uny idea of challenging 
this statement, I 
should 
point 


out hero that Britain ordinarily 
isn't very far ahead on food sup- 
plies. 
Thus the fact that the

/Che gubernatorial candidate began 
' his address immediately after hib 
band had finished a version o£ 
"God' Bless America." 
In 
his 
introductory remarks, 


Sadler asserted ho was the same 
man who stood on th'c same spot 
two years ago campaigning for 
railroad commissioner successful- 
ly, and expressed his gratitude 
lor tho aid of Navarro county. 
He declared that ho was not mak- 
jng a race of personalities but of 
issues, mainly that of not keep- 
ing a contract made two years 
ago to meet the needs of the poor 
and 
otherwise incapacitated 
ot 
tho state. Ho said that he was 
not mad at Gov. O'Daniel or any 
other candidate in the race. 


Offered Support Governor. 
Sadler asserted ho had pledged 
his support to the governor as 
long as he stayed with tho plain, 
people, but recalled that tho day 
after 
his inauguration ho had 
heard him introduce tho most in- 
famous sales tax ever conceived 
by the mind of man. Ho asserted 
that the'Sunday before the last 
legislature adjourned he had been 
called to the mansion In Austin 
by a Galveston oil man and asked 
to use his influence. He insisted 
he refused the proposal but told 
them he would support a natural 
resources tax, but the offer was 
rejected. 
He said when he an- 


nounced for governor, tho first

He declared again that he had

He also attacked the 


provision tho tax would apply to 
transactions in Texas only, ana 
pointed to the huge purchases by 
major concerns which would es- 
cape any duties. Ho then related 
the provisions of his own natural 
resources levy which he asserted 
would meet all needs. 


"When tho O'Daniel forces be- 
came scared, Sadler charged, that 
Jim Ferguson

HERE FRIDAY NIGHT 


FARMER JIM PREDICTED MA 
FERGUSON WOULD DEFEAT 


W. LEE IN RUN-OFF 


After 
predicting Mrs. Miriam 


A. Ferguson would defeat Gover- 
nor W. Lee O'Daniel in the run- 
off, and that President Roosevelt 
would be renominated by accla- 
mation, James E. Ferguson, also 
a former governor of Texas, Fri- 
day night spoke in the .interest 
of the candidacy of his wife at 
the courthouse. 


The largest crowd to hear a 


political speech in Corsicana for 
the year was on hand. Governor 
Ferguson was presented by Nor- 
rls W. Lovctt, local attorney, who 
referred to Texas under six flags 
and for the past two years under 
a flour sack. 


After referring: to opposition to 
a third term, Ferguson declared 
the people have a right to elect 
anyone aa many times as "they 
blame well please'1 and referred to 
numerous persons serving many 
terms. He lauded President ROJOK- 
velt as being able to do more for 
Texas than "any six men" and 
"that ho is the greatest Christian 
and humanitarian with the cour- 
age to do what was right of any 
man whoever held office in this 
country." 
• , 


He reviewed his trip to see tho 
President in 1933 and a later con- 
versation with Hopkins when $2.- 
000,000 was sent for the hungry 
and unemployed of Texas. He said 
Texas 
received $50,000,000 
from 


the Federal 
government 
during 
Mrs. Ferguson's last term. 
Fast Record Best Promise 
Ferguson outlined what the Fer- 
guson's had promised to do and 
did as the best answer of what 
to expect when Mrs, Ferguson is 
again electe—including tho stop- 
ping of landlords robbing tenants, 
givin'g the country schools the 
same chance as tho city, schools, 
making corporations 
pay 
their 


employees twice a month, start- 
Ing taxing vehicles In 1916.to pay 
for highway, etc. 


Digressing 
to 
shoot 
barbed 
jibes at his opponents, Ferguson 
said, "They've never dono mo any 
harm, but they'd never do you 
any good," he continued. 


Turning his attention to Gov- 
ernor O'Daniel, Ferguson said the 
governor "Just don't know." He 
said he didn't condemn him for 
being a Yankee as lots of good 
folks come from the north, but 
he would like for those coming 
here to have more sense than 
O'Daniel, and then lambasted a 
purported statement by the gov- 
ernor to the effect he (O'Danluil 
would sign any meaauure passed 
by the Legislature. 


Ferguson 
then reviewed alleg- 
ed connections between O'Daniel 
and Jim West, wealthy republi- 
can, whose newspapers, the Aus- 
tin Tribune and Dallas Journal, 
are fighting Roosevelt and sup- 
porting O'Daniel, 


Promised Pensions 


The speaker- said if his wife 
was elected, the pensions would 
be paid as the Constitution pro- 
vides—250,000 people 65 or over 
$15 per month from tho state- 
aggregating $45,000,000, and then 
$5,000,000 for the teachers 
retire- 


ment, blind and dependents. He 
declared this would be financed 
by a gross receipts tax of 1-2 of 
one per cent sales with $5,000 ex- 
emptions. He admitted he former- 
ly favored a sales tax, but had 
discarded 
it as too burdensome 


to the poor, 


"Anyone who says this Is a 
sales tax ought to be bored for 
hollow horn/" he continued. 


Rapping opponents plans 
put 


forth to finance additional rev- 
enue with increased . natural re- 
sources levies, Ferguson declared 
that a tax of 10 cents per barrel 
on oil would bo required, with the 
result that the 
little . producer 


would be put out of business and 
it would "bust" tho big companies, 
threatening an industry that is 
now paying 56 percent of the tax- 
es in Texas and jeopardizing the 
joba of 800,000 citizens of Texas. 
He termed the oil companies and 
industry as entitled to the same 
right as any one else, and asked 
what a howl would be heard if 
any other industry 
was 
taxed 
that high. Ho declared if such a 
proposal was carried out "We'll 
go to hell, in a hand basket in a 
hurry."

'will Help Ma Again 
"My wife will be elected, and 
to be frank with you, I will help 
her govern," he said. 


Had the election been held three 
weeks ago, Ferguson 
assorted, 


"O'Daniel would have won with 
his bull fiddle and flour sack," 
but now the people have begun to 
think and things will be different. 
Ferguson said O'Daniel two years 
ago had only a 17,000 majority 
and only 125,000 of those entitled 
to. pensions promised them ever 
got on the payroll anl they did 
not get what they had coming 
or what they had been getting 
before from "Mr. Pappy and his 
crowd" took 
office. 
"A professional 
politician has 


got a blame sight more sense 
than a professional ignoramous," 
Ferguson shouted, and then pre- 
dicted that O'Daniel had lost 40,-
